So, over the course of a couple of morm- 
ings,Ilistened to parts of Stone Ss Show. 

During the firstshowIheard, Stone played 
a skit with a decidedly anti-Semitic flavor. 
During thesecondshow,hetalkedaboutbugs 
in cereal andbones in hotdogs.One skit dealt 
with diapers for animals. He and one of his 
partners 一 the man giving traffic Teports 一 

mocked how a gay man might takk. He 
blasted Jane Fonda, one of his favorite Sub- 


jects, apparently. He calls people who call . 


Bim UP“bozos”and “idiots.” 


Another skit involved Asian themes and 


stereotypes. Some voice, SUDposedly a lis- 
tener, but probably himself or a member of 
his Staff，says he's“Chang,” 3a Testaurant 
Owner. Stone tells“Chang”that he (Stone) is 
worried about “Chang”chasing all those 
dogs and cats, a not-So-Subtle reference to 
reports that some Southeast Asian refugees 
catch _ domesticated dogs and cats，then 
Slaughter them for food. 

Stone's female counterpart Trish Bell， 
then interjects something about “dog and cat 
Sushi things,”and Stone mentions “venison 
eggrolls… 


“Chang”remarks how“sexy”he thought 
Trish Bell looked on arecentlocaltelevision 
talk show,to which Stone wondered whether 
“Chang”wanted to“do pork fooyoung on 
her.”“Chang,”of course, Speaks in an exag- 
gerated,heavilyaccentedCantoneseEnglish. 

The bit ends with all the voices Saying 
“Sayonara” to one another，then after 
“Chang”leaves the air， Stone calls him a 
“wild Chinaman.” 

I used to have a much higher intolerance 
level to this kind of idiocy，but I merely 
groanedatStone'Slowbrowandsilly skit.He 
and Trish Bell obviously mixed up several 
Asian things, and they either did it on pur- 
pose, Or they didn tknow the difference OF 


they didnf caite Whatever their intent it 


wasn't funny. 

What'snotfunnyto memightbeabarrelof 
laughs to others. Someone out there finds 
Pery stonefunny.Maybe thatswhyIfeelso 
uneasy about how some Americans continue 
to be insensSitive to jokes aimed at certain 
groups in OUT SOCiety. 

Perry Stone ls just another Symbol of 
ambivalent attitudes that Americans have 
about ethnic and racial minorities. With his 
jabsatracial minorities and homosexuals,for 
instance, he plays to fears and insecurities of 
many white Americans about vast changes 
Underfoot in OUr SOciety. 

For a brief period in American history, 让 
wasn't fashionable to joke about racial mi- 
norities. That period was the height of the 
civil rights movement of the 1960s and parts 
of the 1970Ss.
